2. Of the Commet which appeared in April, 1677. 
Po not be forgotten, that on Sunday April 22, 1677,there 

was a Commet feen in England, and curioufly obferved by 
the ingenious Mr Flamfted,at His Majefties Obfervatory atGreen- 
srich near London: as it was alfo by many Learned and worthy 
perfons of the Royal Society,in divers other places.It was like- 
wile vifible in fundry other Countries, as well as in Ergland; 
particularly in J2macea, of which J fall give you a brief, yet 
faithful account, as I received the fame from my very worthy 
Friend, Dr. Nathaniel Eflaugh, refidene there. viz. : 

Sir, I muft advertife you of a Blaxing-flay which we faw Tere iz 
April laff, Te n ss nat belisued by many,e fe you had received an Ate 
count thereof before now | hearing of ét freié the 15th day, the next 
morning I arofe to watch for it: and te the Eaft, a little move than 
half an hour before the Sun vefe, I faw it, aud it fiemed to have 5 or 
6 deg. N. latitude. The Star was of a pale Brafs-calour, and the Tail 
of a Saturnine Hae,pointing upwaras,a little incliné-g,N.W,I faw it 
again the 17 and 18 days, and perceived its motion was towards 
the Sun,for cviry day it appeared le{s than bifovt.Tvt 19 and 20 days 
I could not fee it at all. Some bere affirmed to me,they faw it 10 days 
after 5 but I believe they were deceéved with a fight of the [plendant 
Venus only, which rofe glovionfly before the Sun. It flavtled me much 
to find ét in “ Englands Afcendant.I pray God keep you all ia 2202. 
Thus far my ingenious Friend, Dr. Ejtaugh, from whence may 
be noted thefe three things : ;
